In the war between the northern and 


southern states, which raged in America 
during ISC 1-5, we have the only in- 
stance in which steam' cruisers have 
bt<n employed on any scale to harry 
commerce-.

From first to last the south sent 11 
steam cruisers and 8 small sailing cruis- 
ers to sea.

Yet this loss practically 
drove the United States flag from the 
seas. To prove this, I will quote from 
the case of tho United States, ax pre- 
sent exl to the Geneva arbitrators, the 
following facts: "In 1 SCO two-thirds of 
the commerce of New York was carried 
co in American bottoms.
